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Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed November 12, 2003 fails to comply 
with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; 
each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or 
that portion which caused it to be listed. The copies of the two patent applications were 
not provided so they could not be considered. Therefore, they were struck from the 
PTO-1449 form. Applicant is respectfully requested to provide copies of such in 
response to this office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 9-14 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The new language of "the first type 
of set of strut members having a shorter perimeter than a closed member formed by a 
second type of set of strut members" lacks original support. This is due to the fact that 
a perimeter is defined as "A closed curve bounding a plane area" American Heritage 
Dictionary, Second College Edition, (1982). Since a perimeter is supposed to be in one 
plane, then the perimeter of each cylindrical section of the disclosed stent is the same in 
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all embodiments disclosed; see the figures. For this reason, this description is not 
supported by the original disclosure, which only discloses all perimeters as being the 
same for all cylindrical sections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 9-14 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Simon et al (US 5,354,308) where the first type of strut members as claimed are the 
zigzag ring of struts shown along the radius of where reference number 14 points in 
Simon, and the second type of struts as claimed are the ring of struts with fingers (16) at 
the ends of the stent of Simon; see Figures 4 and 5 as well as column 3, line 9 to 
column 4, line 27. In Figure 5, the struts are parallel to each other. 

With regard to claims 12 and 14, in the cooled soft state, the Nitinol material of 
Simon is ductile, and thus, balloon expandable to the extent required by the present 
claims. 

With regard to claims 17 and 19, the middle section of Simon (see Figures 3 or 4) 
can been said to contain the connectors, and some of the struts of the middle section 
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are oblique with respect to the longitudinal axis. For this reason, the claim language is 
fully met. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 12, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to the traversal that Simon discloses a non-uniform diameter when 
expanded citing Figure 1 and column 3, lines 9-15, the Examiner asserts that Figure 1 
shows a uniform diameter stent and column 3, lines 9-15 state nothing about a non- 
uniform diameter. Rather, Figures 3, 4, 7C, and 8C show stents with uniform diameters. 
For this reason, the traversal is considered unpersuasive.
